Friends and family of Nadine Taylor 
gasped and sobbed as the man accused of 
murdering the Halifax woman entered a 
Dartmouth court Thursday morning. 

Steven Elliot Laffin walked into the 
courtroom quietly, sitting down before 
looking up blankly at Taylor’s friends and 
family. Laffin looked back down at his 
laceless black shoes as Taylor’s friends 
muttered “monster” and “he’s nothing.” 
One made a throat-cutting gesture. 

Sheriffs surrounded Laffin, 36, through¬ 
out his brief appearance and warned Tay¬ 
lor’s friends to be quiet. Laffin spoke only 
once, saying “Yes, sir,” to the judge when 
asked about a procedural matter. 

Laffin is charged with the second-de¬ 
gree murder of Taylor. The 29-year-old sex 
worker was reported missing July 31 and 
police have said they believe she is dead, 
though her body has not been found. 

“He was arraigned on the charges and a 
date was set for him to return in January,” 
said lawyer Peter Planetta, who represent¬ 



ed Laffin. 

Laffin has applied for legal aid and Plan¬ 
etta said that lawyer will then help Laffin 
prepare for his trial. “They’ll need a signif¬ 
icant amount of time to get that full dis¬ 
closure and review it with him,” he said. 

Crown attorney Susan MacKay said 
prosecuting a murder case without a body 
was unusual, but not unheard of. “As with 
any murder case, we’ll have to prove there 
was a death,” she said. #jontattrie

The fall sitting of the No¬ 
va Scotia legislature be¬ 
gan not with a bang, but a 
whimper. 

Or, perhaps more accu¬ 
rately, with much shout¬ 
ing and finger pointing. 

There was nothing new 
introduced in Thursday’s 
session, with the excep¬ 
tion of proposed changes 
to the Police Act first an¬ 
nounced by Justice Minis¬ 
ter Ross Landry last 
November. 

We did, however, see 
some of this fall’s likely 
narratives emerge. The 
Liberals, numbers bol¬ 
stered by the swearing in 
of members Geoff MacLel- 
lan and Zach Churchill, 
continued to hammer 
away at the government 
on the Ross Report. 

The report recom¬ 


mends closing some rural 
ERs at night — when 
those ERs see one or two 
patients over the course 
of a shift. 

It also suggests this 
would save money and 
free up doctors, actually 


improving the quality of 
service in rural areas. 

But Liberal Leader 
Stephen McNeil focused 
more on the NDP’s 2009 
campaign pledge to keep 
24-7 emergency service — 
a pledge that would be

Nova Scotia’s justice min¬ 
ister is proposing legisla¬ 
tion to create an 
independent unit to 
investigate alleged 
wrongdoing involving po¬ 
lice. 

Ross Landry says the 
Serious Incident 
Response Team would in¬ 
vestigate incidents involv¬ 
ing death, sexual assault 
or other public concerns 
that may arise as a result 
of alleged incidents 
involving police officers. 

Landry says the unit 
would be made up of a 
civilian director and 
two civilian investigators 
in addition to support 
staff. 

Seconded police 
officers would also be uti¬ 
lized as needed. 

Landry — who first an¬ 
nounced the unit last fall 
— says it would have an 
annual budget of 
$800,000. 

He adds it is expected 
to become operational by 
the end of 2011.

O ‘Those who watched could not bear the pain’ 


Two accused spies died 
amid a fusillade of bullets 
from a firing squad organ¬ 
ized by a hardline Islamist 
militia. 

The condemned pair 
were girls — aged only 15 
and 18. 

Their grieving relatives 
say they were uneducated, 
usually stayed at home and 
could not have spied for 
anyone. 

Horrified residents of 
Belet Weyne, in western 
Somalia, were forced to 
watch the execution by al- 
Shabab on Wednesday.

The deal proposed by

Russia hit 
with 

eruptions 

Two volcanoes erupted 
Thursday on Russia’s 
far-eastern Kamchatka 
Peninsula, tossing mas¬ 
sive ash clouds kilome¬ 
tres into the air, forcing 
flights to divert and 
blanketing one town 
with thick, heavy ash. 

The Klyuchevslcaya 
Soplca, Eurasia’s highest 
active volcano, explod¬ 
ed along with the Shiv- 
eluch volcano, 70 
kilometres to the north¬ 
east, the Russian Emer¬ 
gency Situations 
Ministry’s branch in 
Kamchatka said, adding 
that flights in the area 
had to change course. 

Ash clouds from the 
remote volcanoes 
billowed up to 10 kilo¬ 
metres and were 
spreading east across 
the Pacific Ocean, vulca- 
nologist Sergei 
Senyulcov told Rossiya 
24 television. 

Streams of lava 


flowed down the slopes 
of Shiveluch. 

The U.S. Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration on 
Thursday issued a 
notice to pilots that 
they should remain 
alert for possible ash 
clouds, saying 
emissions have “inter¬ 
mittently complicated 
air travel” in the area of 
the Kamchatkan Penin¬ 
sula. 

“Any air carriers, in¬ 
cluding foreign air car¬ 
riers, that observe or 
experience any difficul¬ 
ties resulting from an 
encounter with volcanic 
ash, please notify air 
traffic control immedi¬ 
ately,” the notice said. 

Several pilots have 
reported seeing ash 
clouds in the Alaskan 
region, FAA 
spokeswoman Laura 
Brown said. 

However, the ash has 
been below 25,000 feet, 
while planes are 
assigned altitudes above 
that level so there was 
no difficulty, she said. 

Thus far, the FAA has¬ 
n’t issued any flight re¬ 
strictions due to ash, 
she said. 
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Obama lauds U.S. efforts in Chile miner rescue 


U.S. President Barack Oba¬ 
ma on Thursday congratu¬ 
lated officials from NASA 
and several U.S. companies 
for their role in this 
month’s rescue of 33 min¬ 
ers trapped underground 
in Chile.

Obama had planned to 
deliver a statement to the 
media in the Rose Garden 
after meeting with the 
group in the Oval Office. 

But shortly before the 
event, the White House cit¬ 
ed a schedule change in 
announcing that Obama’s 


statement had been can¬ 
celled. 

In public comments ear¬ 
lier this month, Obama 
said the rescue had capti¬ 
vated the world. He also 
commended everyone in¬ 
volved, including a NASA 
team that helped design 
the capsule that was used

O French strikes fail to draw large numbers of people 
as they did previously O Demonstrations by train and 
oil workers tapering off 


Strikes caused hassles for 
air travellers in France on 
Thursday, but nationwide 
street protests over a plan 
to raise the retirement age 
to 62 failed to draw the 
massive crowds of weeks’ 
past — a sign of slackening 
resolve among the bill’s 
opponents. 

Parliament has already 
approved raising the re¬ 
tirement age from 60 to 
62, but union leaders insist 
they will not give up their 
fight until conservative 
President Nicolas Sarkozy 
actually signs the bill. Still, 
fewer protesters followed 
them into the streets this 
time, and strikes by train 
and oil workers have been 
tapering off in recent days. 

In Paris, demonstrators 
waved union flags and set 
off flares, while in south¬ 
ern Marseille, they beat

drums and blew whistles. 
Past demonstrations have 
drawn more than a million 
protesters into the streets; 
this time, the Interior Min¬ 
istry put the figure at 
560,000 nationwide. The 
hard-line CGT union con¬ 
tested that number, put¬ 
ting turnout at 2 million. 

“It’s true you could say 
the anti-reform movement 
is slowing down, but you 
need to ask why,” Serba 
Germain, a 67-year-old re¬ 
tired police officer march¬ 
ing in Marseille, told 
Associated Press Television 
News. 

“People are disappoint¬ 
ed, they are frustrated" be¬ 
cause the government 


hasn’t listened. 

Unions and opposition 
parties urged Sarkozy not 
to sign the law, which 
polls show is unpopular. 
He is expected to do so by 
mid-November, after it is 
cleared by France’s consti¬ 
tutional watchdog. 

But Sarkozy has refused 
to back down, even amid 
two weeks of strikes that 
cancelled trains, shut 
down oil refineries and left 
drivers struggling to find 
gasoline. 

A small number of 
trains were cancelled 
Thursday, but the problem 
was bigger for airlines. A 
third of flights at Paris’ 
Charles de Gaulle airport 
and half of those at the 
city's smaller Orly were 
cancelled. Flights were ex¬ 
pected to run as normal 
Friday.

Bin Laden recording 
authentic: Ministry

A newly released audio 
tape of al-Qaida leader 
Osama bin Laden threaten¬ 
ing France appears to be 
authentic, the French For¬ 
eign Ministry said Thurs¬ 
day. 

The voice on the audio 
tape threatens to kill 
French citizens to avenge 
their country's support for 
the war in Afghanistan 
and in revenge for a new 
French law that will ban 
burqa-lilce Muslim veils. 
The audiotape was ob¬ 
tained by the Al-Jazeera tel¬ 
evision station. 

The Foreign Ministry 
says the tape's “authentici¬ 
ty can be considered estab¬ 
lished based on initial 
verifications.” 

The message “only con¬ 
firms that reality of the 
terror threat,” Foreign 
Ministry spokesman 
Bernard Valero said. 

A series of terror warn¬ 
ings has put France and 
other European countries 
on high alert in recent 
weeks, prompting the U.S. 
State Department to ad¬ 
vise American citizens liv¬ 


ing or travelling in Europe 
to take more precautions. 

Speculation on the 
source of a potential terror 
threat in France has fo¬ 
cused on a group called al- 
Qaida in the Islamic 
Maghreb. 

That group, an offshoot 
of bin Laden's network, 
has claimed responsibility 
for the abductions of five 


French citizens in Niger 
and is believed to have tak¬ 
en them to neighbouring 
Mali. 

The French hostages, as 
well as a Togolese and a 
Madagascar national, were 
kidnapped on Sept. 16 
while they slept in their 
villas in the uranium min¬ 
ing town of Arlit.

Though the strikes in 
France are tapering off, 
the fuel shortages they 
caused are still a problem. 
One in five gas stations re¬ 
main empty or short of 
gas because of the refinery 
strike, said the national 
petroleum industry body. 

Striking dock workers 
have exacerbated the 
shortages. Oil tankers are 
lined up by the dozens in 
the Mediterranean off the 
port of Marseille, waiting 
to unload. The Normandy 
port of Le Havre faces a 
similar situation. Dock 
workers have been 
protesting for a month, 
partly over the pension 
plan, though their central 
concern is port reform. 

Unions see retirement 
at 60 as a cornerstone of 
France's generous social 
benefit system, but the 
government says the 
entire pension system is in 
jeopardy without the 
reform because French 
people are living longer — 
an average of nearly 85 
years for women and 78

Crucial mid-term elections will take 
place next Tuesday in the United 
States.

B iyan Caplan, economics professor 
at George Mason University, has 
some advice for the millions of 
voters who plan to cast ballots on 
election day: If you don’t 
understand basic economics, why not just 
stay home? 

In his book, The Myth Of The Rational 
Voter, Caplan says it’s wrong 
to think that politicians don’t 
listen to the people. On the 
contraiy, politicians do listen 
... and that’s the problem! 

Voters are riddled with bias¬ 
es, according to Caplan. Espe¬ 
cially when it comes to the 
economy. 

Several polls carried out in 
the U.S. have revealed that 
half of voters don’t know the 
name of their senator or rep¬ 
resentative. A good portion of 
the population thinks that immigration and 
foreign aid represents 24 per free trade/* 
cent of the federal budget. 

(The correct answer: One per 
cent.) 

“Many people have 
backward ideas about 
economics, having never stud¬ 
ied the subject. And their 
opinions are generally the op¬ 
posite of what an economics 
course would teach,” Caplan 
once told me when I 
interviewed him for a 
business magazine. For exam¬ 
ple, people who have not stud¬ 
ied economics usually think 
protectionism is a good thing.

“Instead of saying, ‘I don’t know, I never 
studied that,’ they state with conviction: 
‘Foreigners are stealing our jobs! We have 
to do something, regardless of what econo¬ 
mists say!”’ 

The average voter exhibits numerous bi¬ 
ases in economic matters, according to Ca- 
plan’s research. Among other things, 
people tend to underestimate the 
advantages of market mechanisms, or the 
benefits of immigration and free trade. 
They also like to blame scapegoats for eco¬ 
nomic problems — speculators, oil compa¬ 
nies, Wal-Mart, the Chinese... 

The end result: In order to cater to vot¬ 
ers, politicians enact laws that persecute 
those scapegoats, or erect protectionist 
barriers (taxes and tariffs) to limit free 
trade. Policies that, according to Caplan, 
impoverish the economy as a whole. The 
professor, who does not shy away from 
controversy, is consistent with his recom¬ 
mendations: Encouraging people to vote is 
a bad idea, he says. “Those who abstain 
from voting are, on average, less educated 
and less informed. If all of those people 
voted, the average voter would be even 

more ignorant of economic mat¬ 
ters.” Politicians would adjust 
their electoral platforms to cater 
to those voters, proposing even 
worse policies. “If you think 
politicians currently aim for the 
lowest common denominator 
among voters, you ain’t seen 
nothing yet. That denominator 
can get even lower!” 

Voting is a civic duty, they 
say. But for some, could the op¬ 
posite be true?

Wireless industry 
complaints on rise 

O Billing errors, contract disputes among gripes 
O Bell, Telus and Rogers got most of the complaints 


The fast-growing and com¬ 
petitive wireless industry 
is getting a lot of heat 
from consumers, who 
have increasingly turned 
to a government watch¬ 
dog about problems with 
their service providers. 

Although there has 
been a big increase in the 
number of wireless carri¬ 
ers in the market this 
year, the three established 
wireless carriers — Bell, 
Telus and Rogers — got al¬ 
most all of the wireless 


complaints tallied in the 
2009-10 report. 

Canada’s Commission¬ 
er for Complaints for 
Telecommunications Serv¬ 
ices reported Thursday 
that wireless carriers were 
the target of 52 per cent of 
the 3,700 complaints it re¬ 
ceived in the 2009-2010 
monitoring period. 

It was the first time 
that the wireless sector ac¬ 
counted for more than 
half of the complaints 
recorded by the agency, 


which also deals with 
complaints about local 
and long-distance phone 
services and Internet 
providers. 

Most of the wireless 
complaints involved 
billing errors, contract dis¬ 
putes and what’s known 
as “number portability,” 
which means being able 
to keep your cellphone 
handset when switching 
the service to another 
wireless carrier.

The Toronto stock market 
closed flat Thursday as 
commodity prices and 
stocks rose against a falling 
U.S. dollar.

Playing a hiker with his arm 
pinned under a boulder for 
five days brought its own 
set of challenges for James 
Franco, who stars as Aron 
Ralston in Danny Boyle’s 
true-life 127 Hours. The first 
thing he had to wony 
about, though, was his 
waistline. 

“He told me I should go 
on a diet,” Franco says of his 
first meeting with the direc¬ 
tor. “First of all, Aron was in 
great shape, but also he lost 
40 pounds while he was 


there, from water depriva¬ 
tion mostly.” 

Of course, recreated a 
rapid weight loss during the 
film’s production wasn’t 
feasible, so Franco shed as 
much weight as he could 
before filming, then relied 
on some helpful tools to 
bulk back up when needed. 

“We actually even built 
this prosthetic that we end¬ 
ed up unfortunately calling 
‘the plumper,”’ he says. “It 
was just this mouthpiece 
that would plump my 
cheeks out for the early 
parts of the film, and then 
as he started deteriorating 
we could use smaller and 
smaller versions until we 


didn’t use any.” 

One useful tool for cap¬ 
turing Ralston’s ordeal was 
the extensive video diaiy he 
kept. 

“When we watched the 
real videos, one of the more 
powerful things about them 
is how simple it was and 
how direct and connected it 
was,” Franco remembers. 

“Some of the video mes¬ 
sages are verbatim what he 
actually said,” Franco says. 

However, as an actor, he 
wasn’t interested in just re¬ 
gurgitating Ralston’s words. 

“Our whole kind of ap¬ 
proach — not just for the 
video messages but in gen¬ 
eral — was that we would 


honour Aron’s story and we 
would do everything that 
he did, but also we wanted 
to kind of have our own ap¬ 
proach to the story,” he ex¬ 
plains. 

“And so with the video 
messages, they were script¬ 
ed, but I felt like Danny 
gave me the freedom to be 
just a little loose with the 
words. But every once in a 
while there’d be a line in 
there and I’d say to myself, ‘I 
just won’t say that because 
it’s kind of stupid.’ And then 
Danny would come to me 
and say, ‘Well, actually, for 
whatever reason, Aron is in¬ 
sistent that you say those 
two words.’” 


127 Hours 
not typical 
acting role 
for Franco 

James Franco is the first to 
admit 127 Hours isn’t your 
typical film, since it wasn’t 
his typical acting job, 
either. 

“There were a lot of 
things that were unusual,” 
he says. “I mean, you don’t 
usually spend most movies 
with an armed pinned be¬ 
hind a boulder. But then 
you also don’t spend most 
movies alone or without 
other actors. So all of that 
took adjusting.” 

Franco has been 
making a lot of 
adjustments lately, choos¬ 
ing career moves that 
have surprised onlookers 
— including his recent 
stint on General Hospital 
and his return to school. 
But he claims he’s not in a 
“why not?” phase of his 
career.

A Saturday mati¬ 
nee screening 
of last year’s 
Paranormal 
Activity was 
the first and 
only time I have ever 
heard anyone actually 
scream in a theatre. I don’t 
mean a quiet whimper fol¬ 
lowed by an embarrassed 
laugh or a frightened little 
squeal. No, I mean a full- 
on, open throated howl of 


terror. 

The release of Paranor¬ 
mal’s prequel last 
weekend got me thinking 
about other big screen 
scream worthy scenes. So 
just in time for Halloween 
are some leave-the-lights- 
on movie moments. 

If Alfred Hitchcock had 
any doubts about the 
effectiveness of the show¬ 
er sequence in Psycho they 
must have been put to bed 


It may be his second an¬ 
imated feature (after Curi¬ 
ous George), but the 
movie does mark a first 
for the funnyman. 

“It’s the first time (my 
kids) have commented on 


something I’ve been in,” 
laughed Ferrell admitting 
his children didn’t neces¬ 
sarily affect his choice in 
the role. 

“This was just kind of a 
decision based pretty 


much on wanting to try 
and do another animated 
movie and getting the 
chance to work with (di¬ 
rector) Tom (McGrath) so 
my children were not con¬ 
sulted — nor are they ever 



when he received an 
angiy letter from the 
father whose daughter 
stopped bathing after see¬ 
ing the bathtub murder 
scene in Les Diaboliques 
and then, more 
distressingly, refused to 
shower after seeing 
Psycho. Hitch’s response 
to the concerned dad?

The shower scene was 
terrifying but at least it 
was allowed to stay in the 
movie. In 1931

the picture. It’s a cute 
scene until the beast runs 
out of flowers and tosses 


the little girl into the wa¬ 
ter, leaving her to drown. 
Karloff, and audiences, ob¬ 
jected to the violence 
against the youngster and 
the scene was shortened, 
then removed altogether 
and remained unseen un¬ 
til a special videotape re¬ 
lease 48 years later. 

More recently The Ex¬ 
orcist (now beautifully re¬ 
stored on Blu Ray) so 
traumatized audiences 
with shots of the 
possessed Regan MacNeil's 
360-degrees head 
spinning that in the U.K. 
the St. John's Ambulance 
Brigade were on-call at 
screenings to tend to 
fainters. Star Linda Blair 
says she wasn’t 
traumatized by the film, 
but admits there has been 
one long lasting side 


effect. “You wouldn't 
believe how often people 
ask me to make my head 
spin around,” she says. 

Blair may have been un¬ 
fazed while shooting her 
gruesome scenes, but not 
all actors emerge 
unscathed. Elisha 
Cuthbert was so grossed 
out while shooting the no¬ 
torious blender scene in 
the down-and-dirty flick 
Captivity she says she felt 
“physically ill twice” and 
had to have a bucket near¬ 
by. 

Scaiy scenes one and 
all, but recounting them 
begs the question, why are 
we drawn to them? The 
quick answer comes from 
Alfred Hitchcock who 
said, “People like to be 
scared when they feel 
safe.”

Playing the comedy 
is one thing but I think 
there’s a real skill for any 
of these actors that can ef¬ 
fectively do that consis¬ 
tently.”

A new side of Sarah 



Whatever you may think of 
Sarah Palin, the fact re¬ 
mains Alaska is magnificent 
with her as its presenter. 

Sarah Palin’s Alaska, pre¬ 
miering on TLC on Nov. 14, 
adds TV host to Palin’s 
crowded resume, which al¬ 
ready includes former gov¬ 
ernor, former GOP 
vice-presidential candidate, 
bestselling author and con¬ 
servative superstar. 

Palin also is a wife, a 
mother of five and a grand¬ 
mother, of course, and her 
new series integrates her 
home life with Alaska’s 
great outdoors. 

Judging from the first of 
eight episodes, Sarah 
Palin’s Alaska keeps politics 
out of the picture. Sure, the 
show is effective in selling 
the Palin brand. But along 
the way, Palin throws her¬ 


self into selling the 
grandeur of Alaska. 

The much-anticipated 
documentary series, shot 
last summer, is based at 
Palin’s lakeside home in 
Wasilla. There, cupcakes 
are baked and kids do their 
chores (or hear about it 


from Palin). Then Palin sets 
off, with family members in 
tow, on a jaunt such as 
salmon fishing on Big River 
Lake, where, almost within 
reach at the shoreline, a 
family of bears keeps them 
amused. 

“Girls, when you cast, 


don’t aim toward the bear,” 
Palin cautions daughter 
Piper and niece McKinley in 
their boat. 

“Why?” is the automatic 
comeback. Any parent will 
instantly relate. 

Later in the program, 
Palin demonstrates mettle 
(and alarm) as she goes 
rock-climbing with her hus¬ 
band, Todd, at Denali Na¬ 
tional Park - and gets stuck 
midway. 

The guide calls down in¬ 
structions and encourage¬ 
ment, but Palin is stalled. 

“I just don’t like 
heights!” she declares. “I 
was so cocky - I’m being 
punished for it. I don’t 
know if I can do this!” 

It’s a remarkable admis¬ 
sion from this famously 
can-do personality, and, as 
viewers are informed, some 


45 minutes pass before she 
figures out how to continue 
her ascent. Then she does it. 

“That’s so much worse 
than I ever thought it 
would be!” she says after 
reaching the summit. 

The series is produced by 
Mark Burnett, whose many 
credits include Survivor and 
The Apprentice. In a recent 
interview with The Associ¬ 
ated Press, he marveled at 
how gung-ho all the Palins 
were in taking part. 

“It would start out with, 
‘We’re gonna have Sarah 
and Todd do something,”’ 
Burnett said. “And as she’s 
getting ready, she would 
say, ‘Piper, you want to 
come? Willow, you want to 
come?’ Take the politics 
away, and this is a family, 
and they hang out a lot to¬ 
gether.”

O How to cook, dress and eat every pasta in every shape 


Chances are you know lin- 
guine goes with clam sauce 
and fettuccine loves Alfre¬ 
do. But which pasta pairs 
with pesto? Or a hefty car- 
bonara? 

“Pasta has evolved over 
many hundreds of years in 
Italy and it's taken a long 
time for them to work out 
what tastes best,” says 
British chef Jacob Kenedy, 
co-author with graphic de¬ 
signer Caz Hildebrand of 
The Geometry of Pasta. To¬ 
gether they are advocates 
of a simple truth: Pasta and 
sauce, correctly paired, 
yield a sublime experience. 

They had plenty of mate¬ 
rial to work with. More 
than 300 shapes of pasta 
exist, each with a specific 
texture and strategy for de¬ 
livering flavours. 

In general, lighter 
sauces pair well with thin 
pastas. Oily, punchy sauces 
go with thicker pastas. 
Sauce will cling to a rough- 
textured pasta, such as a 
ridged penne, Kenedy says, 
while a smoother one like 
spaghetti will create a 
more delicate dish. Short 
tubes and cup shapes are 
good for “sauces with bits 
in them,” Kenedy says, 
such as those with diced 
meat or vegetables. 


Ingredients: 

• 250 g (1/2 lb) farfalle pas¬ 
ta 

• 75 ml(5 tbsp)heavy 
cream 

• 50 g (1 3/4 oz) prosciutto, 
sliced into 1-cm (1/2-inch) 
strips 

• Generous 125 ml (1/2 cup) 
grated Parmesan, plus extra 
to serve 

• 2 egg yolks 

• Salt and ground black 
pepper, to taste 


“More intricate shapes 
are quite fun to play with,” 
he says. “It’s like when 
you’re a little kid and you 
put things in your mouth.” 

For instance, pairing 
twisted strands of gemelli 
with long, smooth green 
beans creates a pun in your 
mouth, as does pairing 
snail-shaped lumache with 
actual snails. “That's a joke, 
but it does eat well togeth¬ 
er,” Kenedy says. 

And a no-fail formula? If 
you know which region a 
shape comes from, the 
sauce from that region will 
almost certainly be a natu¬ 
ral mate. Liguria’s spiral¬ 
shaped trofie were 
designed to trap the garlic 
and basil of pesto Gen¬ 


ovese, just as Rome's mas¬ 
sive, pipe-lilce bucatini goes 
with silky, unctuous car- 
bonara, possibly named for 
the charcoal workers (“car- 
bone” means charcoal) the 
meal supposedly sustained. 

Which doesn’t mean 
you need to fill your cup¬ 
board with dozens of differ¬ 
ent pastas. But at least 
make room for a few new 
ideas. 

“It's a shame not to feel 
encouraged to try some of 
these amazing shapes,” 
says Hildebrand. 

Farfalle With Prosciutto 
and Cream 
Preparation: 

1 Bring a large saucepan 
of salted water to a boil. 
Cook pasta to al dente 
(still barely firm at the 
centre) according to 
package directions. 

2 While pasta cooks, in a 
large bowl, combine 
cream, prosciutto, 
Parmesan and egg 
yolks. Season with salt 
and pepper. 

Drain farfalle and toss 
into sauce. Serve with 
extra cheese. Makes 4 
servings.

63 punt-return yards to tie AUS record

It doesn’t seem to matter 
how Jahmeek Taylor gets 
the football, the sense of 
anticipation has become 
the same every time. 

“Every time he touches 
the ball, the team believes 
he can score,” says Saint 
Mary’s Huskies head 
coach Steve Sumarah. 

The third-year Huskie 
from Mississauga, Ont., is 
used as a returner, receiv¬ 
er and even as a rusher, 
and has piled up a stagger¬ 
ing 1,329 all-purpose 
yards and six touchdowns 
through seven games. 

His 714 punt-return 
yards, meanwhile, are just 
63 away from Richard 
Karikari’s Atlantic Univer¬ 
sity Sport record of 777 
heading into the final 
game of the season 
against the Acadia Axe¬ 
men in Wolfville on Satur¬ 
day at 2 p.m. 

“I have the easy job out 
there — I just catch the 
ball and run,” Taylor says. 

“If you watch the tape, I 
catch the ball with 10 
yards and not one player 
in front of me. Those guys 


are working their butts off 
making those blocks.” 

Taylor says he ran a 
staggering 4.4-second 40- 
yard dash in training 
camp, though it wasn’t 
timed electronically. 

Either way, he’s a blur 
on the field and his ability 
to make opponents miss 
has turned the former 
AUS rookie of the year in¬ 
to a star. 

“It’s his speed, but he’s 
also so elusive when he 
has the ball,” Sumarah 
says. 

“He just has a knack 
and he has incredible vi¬ 
sion.” 

The Huskies are hoping 
to help Taylor set the AUS 
return-yardage record on 
Saturday, but also need a 
win to avoid a semifinal 
game and secure a bye to 
the conference final. 

Both the Huskies and 
Axemen have 4-3 records 
and have split two head- 
to-head meetings this sea¬ 
son. 

“We know each other 
like the back of our 
hands,” Taylor says. 

“We know exactly what 
they’re going to run, and 
we have to execute on our 
plays.” 



Bye the way

Some veterans have

“It’s two different per¬ 
sonalities, two different 
coaches,” said captain 
Travis Randell. “Especially 
guys who have been here 
for a couple of years, you 
got to know (Cam’s) expec-

I knew it would 
come.” 

Price, who will be back 
in goal at home Saturday 
night against the Florida 


Panthers, has earned a rest. 

There was concern as the 
campaign began whether 
Price could handle the start¬ 
ing job after losing it last 
season to Jaroslav Halalc, 
who was spectacular in the 
Canadiens surprise playoff 
run to the Eastern Confer¬ 
ence final. 

Unable to keep both 
goalies, who were both eli¬ 
gible to become restricted 
free agents July 1, general 
manager Pierre Gauthier 
went for Price’s combina¬ 
tion of size and talent and 
traded Halalc to the St. Louis 
Blues for prospects Lars 
Eller and Ian Schultz. 

Auld, 29, signed a one- 
year $ 1-million US contract 
as a free agent to back up 
Price and be a guiding influ¬ 
ence on the 23-year-old who 
is brimming with skill but 
who has not always been 
mentally sharp.

Javier Hernandez’s strong 
start at Manchester United 
is increasing the weight of 
expectation on him as 
Wayne Rooney struggles 
with fitness and form. 

The 22-year-old Mexico 
striker has scored three 
goals in his last two games 
to help earn victories over 
Stoke in the Premier 
League and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Wanderers in the 
League Cup. 

But the off-season re¬ 
cruit could face his tough¬ 
est domestic test yet 
against Tottenham on Sat¬ 
urday — the first time he 
has faced one of last sea¬ 
son’s top four in a league 
encounter. 

United signed Hernan¬ 
dez from Mexican club 
Guadalajara before im¬ 
pressing for Mexico at the 


World Cup. 

“It’s obviously early 
days for him but he’s made 
a really good impression at 
the club,” said fellow strik¬ 
er Michael Owen, who is 
out with a hamstring in- 
juiy. “He’s young, sharp 
and a good finisher. He 
seems to be thriving. He’s 
always got a smile on his 
face. He enjoys his football 
and the fans have taken to 
him already.” 

United is five points 
adrift of leader Chelsea, 
with the 18-time champi¬ 
ons tied on 17 points with 
Arsenal and Manchester 
City. 

Tottenham, which is a 
further two points behind 
in fifth, has not won at 
United since 1989. But 
playmaker Luka Modric 
was encouraged by the 


way his team scored three 
second-half goals in the 4-3 
loss to Inter Milan in the 
Champions League last 
week. 

The top five teams are 
all in action Saturday: Ar¬ 
senal hosts West Ham, 
Man City goes to Wolves 
and Chelsea is at Black¬ 
burn. 

Chelsea captain John 
Teriy is preparing for a 
physical contest at Ewood 
Park. 

“We’ve got to go there 
and have a fight with 
them,” he said. “We have 
to be prepared for a scrap.” 

Manchester City, which 
is looking to rebound from 
its 2-0 loss to Arsenal, will 
be without striker Carlos 
Tevez against Wolves due 
to a thigh injury.
